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The total value of the minerals raised during the year amounted 
to 97,477,6391., a decrease of 4,530,765/. as compared with 1903. 
This decrease is'to be accounted for by a further fall in the average 
price of coal from 7s. 7°93d. per ton in 1903 to 7s. 2°58d. in 1904. 

The total output of coal was the highest hitherto recorded, viz., 
232,428,272 tons, but the value was only 83,851,7841., as against 
88,227,5471. in 1903, when the output was 2,093,803 tons less. 

The quantity of coal exported, exclusive of coke and patent fuel 
and of coal shipped for the use of steamers engaged in foreign 
trade, was 46,255,547 tons, an increase of nearly one and a third 
million tons on the exports for 1903. Germany, France, and Italy 
each received over six million tons, Sweden over three million 
tons, and Russia, Spain, Denmark, and Egypt each over two 
million tons. Adding the 2,375,588 tons exported in the form of 
coke and patent fuel, and the 17,190,900 tons shipped for the use 
of British and foreign steamers engaged in foreign trade, the total 
quantity of coal which left the country was 65,822,035 tons. 

The amount of coal remaining for home consumption was 
166,606,287 tons, or 3°894 tons per head of the population. 
17,535,337 tons were used in the blast furnaces for the manufac- 
ture of pig-iron, as against 128,302,240 tons in the previous year. 

The output of iron ore, 13,774,282 tons, shows a further increase 
of 58,637 tons, but the value, 3,125,814l. is less by 104,123/. than 
in 1903. The ore yielded 4,524,412 tons of iron, or more than 
one half of the total quantity of pig iron made in the country. 
6,100,756 tons of iron ore were imported during the year, 76 per 
cent. of which came from Spain. 

As regards other metallic ores, gold shows a very large increase 
on the figures of 1903 both in the amount and value of the metal 
obtained ; zinc also shows an increase in amount and value of 
metal obtained.

The greater part of the Austrian trade is done in cheap bentwood 
chairs. It is thought to be practically impossible for England to 
compete against Austria in chairs, owing to cheap labour and low 
freight rates. Roughly speaking, packing, freight, insurance and 
duty from Austria come to about 25 per cent. of an invoice, whilst 
from England these charges amount to say 35 per cent. 

In addition to chairs, Austria supplies bedroom suites of various 
shapes and designs, which find a ready sale on account of their 
cheapness. The manufacturers are able to quote a_ c.if. 
Alexandria price at such a figure that the retailer can afford to sell 
a suite, consisting of wardrobe, chest of drawers, dressing table and 
pedestal for about 151. 

Compared with Austrian goods, Italian furniture is better made 
and has a more satisfactory finish. It is, however, dearer in price, 
a bedroom suite costing retail from 18/. to 231. 

While Austrian and Italian furniture is stocked in the Cairo 
and Alexandrian shops, the same cannot be said of French 
goods. - These are usually ordered through commission agents who, 
in some cases, have showrooms for samples. Very little, if any, 
cheap French furniture reaches Egypt, the trade being practically 
confined to the better class of article. With all charges paid, a 
bedroom suite will cost the purchaser say 35/., unless the goods are 
in pitchpine when the price will be cheaper. 

Both France and Italy produce the large glass cabinets used by 
foreigners for displaying gold and silver plate at their homes.’ 
These cabinets form an article of furniture not usually met with in 
England, and one which, it is understood, agents have a difficulty 
in persuading home manvfacturers to copy. They are about 6 feet 
high by 3 feet wide, the back, front, and sides being of glass, with 
wooden supports at the corners. The back is lined with mirror 
glass, whilst the glass shelves rest on metal brackets. . 

Canada still sends furniture to Egypt, though not in any large 
quantities. A Canadian bedroom suite, comprising chest of 
drawers with mirror, wardrobe, washstand, and two cane-bottom’ 
chairs, can be delivered in Alexandria at a price which permits the 
goods being retailed at 11/. Similarly, a dining room suite, con- 
sisting of oak table, oak sideboard with mirror, and six leather- 
seated chairs, runs out at abcut 231. retail.

The local Greek, Italian, and Arab carpenters account for a large 
amount of furniture made to order during the course of twelve 
months. There is no doubt these men can, if they wish, turn out 
satisfactory work at reasonable prices, though the quality:i is not 
exactly high class. 

An attempt was made in Alexandria some two years ago to build 
up @ trade in the manufacture of first rate English and European 
designed furniture. ‘The scheme, however, did not succeed, owing 
to the cost of production and the low import duty. 

Another firm are opening showrooms in Alexandria for furniture 
of all kinds, made and shipped by one of the foremost English 
houses. The exhibiting of furniture in showrooms is, says the 
“ Journal,” a distinct move in the right direction. 

For expensive English furniture the Greeks are the best cus- 
tomers, though the educated Arabs are also becoming buyers. 

The “Journal” goes on to say:—‘‘Cheap English furniture 
made from a common wood and stained to any “colour can be 
ordered through agents from home manufacturers. The agents 
are supplied with fully illustrated catalogues, from which a very 
fair idea of the furniture can be obtained, whilst the prices of 
the goods are so moderate that they are actually in many instances 
lower than those charged for the Austrian productions. We feel 
sure that if these points were properly advertised, and the trade 
pushed, a large amount of business could be done. It would, 
however, be an advantage if the manufacturers would send over as 
samples even one article out of each cheap set, in order that the 
purchaser might have a better idea of the kind of wood used, and 
the general style of the suite. Another great improvement would 
be to quote c.i.f. prices Alexandria or Port Said. We think, too, 
that it should not be necessary, as at present, for the agent to have 
to ask for a delay of nearly two months before arrival of the goods. 

“ Complaints are heard here that the packing in England is 
more expensive than, for example, in Austria . . . and adds 
considerably to the freight rates. 

“ Another disadvantage under which ‘English furniture rather 
labours in this country is the similarity of all styles. Broadly 
speaking, the designs used by one firm are very much the same 
as those worked up by another, whilst the patterns themselves 
scarcely change from year to year. On the other hand, the 
French and Italian houses alter their styles regularly. 

‘“ Although it should be unnecessary to do so, we think it 
advisable to impress upon manufacturers that, owing to the 
dampness here, it is absurd to ship furniture made from any but 
well seasoned wood — assuming repeat orders are desired. 
In this connection, too, attention should be paid to such details 
as the fitting of drawers.”

The following Decisions relating to the application of the French 
Chinteinn Customs Tariff are contained in recent Circulars 
posi rl of the French Customs Department :— 
Platen wpresses (‘ Victoria,” ‘ Regina,” 
“Phoenix,” &c., presses) used for printing and also for other 
purposes such as cutting out, embossing, or stamping cardboard, 
and making boxes, small pictures and placards, are to be dutiable 
as machine-tools under No. 526 of the Tariff. 


Cardboard in sheets coloured, couched, or covered on one or 
both sides with fancy paper.—Only cardboard the natural colour 
of the paste, white, or coloured in the paste, covered or not with 
common paper, will be admitted as “ cardboard, unmanufactured, 
in sheets ” under No. 462 of the Tariff, at the rate of 10 frs. per 
100 kilogs. (4s. 0d. per cwt.). Cardboard that has undergone 
the process of surface-colouring or couching, or that is covered on 
one or both sides with fancy paper, will be dutiable as “ cardboard 
cut or shaped for boxes” under No. 463, at the rate of 16 frs. per 
100 kilogs. (6s. 6d. per cwt.). 


Rubbered itssues for the manufacture of cards, without the teeth, 
strengthened with a lining of woollen felt, are dutiable at the rate 
of 70 frs. per 100 kilogs., applicable to “ special tissues for cards,” 
under No. 620 of the Tariff, on 80 per cent. of their weight ; and 
on the remaining 20 per cent. at the rates applicable to cloths of 
pure wool under Nos. 440 to 441 bis, according to the weight of 
the woollen felt per square metre. [Previous to this decision the 
duty on the 20 per cent. of felt was charged at the rate of 250 
frs. per 100 aye applicable to fine felts (felts for machinery) 
under No. 623. 


Glass bulbs on other articles for lighting, of glass or crystal 
rendered opalescent, atter addition to the vitrifiable mass of a 
certain proportion of phosphate of lime, by gradual cooling after 
removal from the furnace, are to be dutiable as “table glass, 
decorated,” under No. 350 of the Tariff, at the rate of 28 frs. per

ECUADOR. 


H.M. Consul at Guayaquil (Mr. A. Cartwright) reports that 
during the year ended August, 1905, the 
Guayaquil and Quito Railway has _ been 
pushed gradually forward until it now runs 
three trains per week to the important and 
populous town of Riobamba. To reach this, the line has to 
leave the direct route towards Quito and afterwards to run back, 
causing a deviation of over ten miles. The line is now laid out 
and levelled for a considerable distance beyond Riobamba, and it 
is expected that Ambato will soon be reached. 

An American capitalist is now occupied in establishing a system 
- of automobiles, which are calculated to do the journey from 
‘ Riobamba to Quito within 12 hours, thus reducing the time 
occupied between Guayaquil and Quito to two days.

It will be observed from the foregoing figures that there is a 
decrease of nearly 100,000 tons when compared with 1903. The 
amount of coal extracted in 1904 is 400,000 tons, or 10°6 per cent. — 
less than in 1900, and it is necessary to go back as far as 1895 to 
find a year with a smaller production than the year under review. 
The decrease is due to the difficulty-in finding a market for the 
coal coming from the Loire basin, as well as to the generally 
depressed state of the coal industry. Many pits were obliged to 
work only four or five days a week during the greater part of the 

ear. 
” The production of anthracite in the Roanne district was 7,270 
tons in 1904, as compared with 5,893 tons in 1903. 

Coke, of which the production has for years past been waning, 
and which in 1902 fell to 58,000 tons, has again increased rapidly, 
reaching 78,167 tons in 1903, and 80,846 tons in 1904. Despite 
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this increase, the output is still less than it was in 1901. The 
production of br iquettes for the railway and domestic use remains 
much the same as in 1901. 





BULGARIA. 
The “ Bollettino delle Finanze” (Rome), of 15th October, states 
Cold Storage at that the Bulgarian Government has granted to 
Mr. H. Becker, of Constantinople, a concession 
Varna and for the erection of cold. storage establishments 
purges. at Varna and Burgas. These establishments 
will be used for the refrigeration of meat, butter, fruit, &c., for 
export, mainly to Egypt. The concessionnaire undertakes to 
export 5,000 carcases of beef during the first year after the initia~ 
tion of his enterprise, 10,000 during the second year, and 20,000 
during the third year. He further undertakes to supply farmers 
with pedigree bulls, in order to improve the quality of their cattle. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PHILIPPINES. 


According to the “Iron Age,” a report recently issued by the 

Mining Bureau of the Philippines shows that 

Minerals. much ‘activity in prospecting and development 

work took place in several districts during 1904. 

Modern machinery has begun to arrive, and more of it is under- 
stood to be ordered. 

In Bulacan, Luzon, deposits of hematite and magnetite iron ores 
have been worked by natives for over a century. Lfforts are now 
being made to arrange with iron works in Japan for the shipment 
of these ores. In Rizal Province, also in the vicinity of Bosoboso 
there are coal and iron deposits which deserve more attention than 
they have yet had. 

In Cebu there are two important deposits of steam coal and 
two known deposits of lead ores. The coal is reckoned capable 
of competing with the Japanese and Australian product. 

The copper district of Mancayan, in Lepanto, is to be examined 
by an expert from New York. 





BRAZIL: 


A report on the mineral and other features of the Lavras 
Diamantinas has been published in _ the 
Diamond Fields. ‘‘ Boletim” of the Brazilian Department of 
Agriculture. [t is stated that the district 
around the upper reaches of the River Paraguassu, and those of its 
principal tributary the Santo Antonio, is without doubt the 
repository of the diamonds and carbons of Lavras. The small 
amount of work that has been done leaves a vast field for mining 
operations, and the working of the ground by modern hydraulic 
methods is urged. 
The report further recommends a railway extension to Andarahy 
or Lengées, which will make the diamond fields accessible.

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Minister at Buenos Aires (Mr. W. H. D. 
Acreage ener Haggard, C.B.) stating that the latest official 
Corenls : estimates of the area under cereals in the 
Pagar Gappee. Argentine Republic are as follows:—Wheat 
5,617,291 hectares (13,526,626 acres) an increase over 1904—05 of 
14°57 per cent.; and linseed 1,022,814 hectares (2,536,373 acres) 
a decrease of 5°55 per cent. The decrease in linseed is due to the 
drought in the Northern Provinces in the winter. At present * 
there are numerous swarms of locusts in the Northern Provinces, 
and it is feared that the maize will suffer. 
Mr. Haggard says that the production of sugar in the Argentine 
this year amounted to 81,640 tons up to the end of August, a 
decrease of 3,898 tons compared with 1904. 


CHINA. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
i siaiemeealh ait Legation at Pekin, transmitting a report on the 
Silk Snide future of the silk trade of Fuhkien. It appears 
‘1 Fubki Y that the Chinese officials are working to create 
ee a silk industry to revive the ancient prosperity 
of the port of Foochow. A fully qualified silk expert from 
Chekiang has been engaged to preside over studies in connection 
with silk culture ; students have been sent to Japan to study silk, 
and commissioners to Chekiang and Kuangtung to purchase large 
quantities of mulberry shoots for Fuhkien. ‘Two years ago there 
were only 240,000 mulberry trees in the province: 3,000,000 trees 
were imported by the Agricultural Bureau in 1904, and it is 
estimated that 2 600, 000 w “il be imported in 1905.

There were 1,009 vessels with crews of 14,140 men. and boys 
engaged in the fisheries. Bounties paid on shipping amounted to 
24 8961., and on fish exported to 79,1201. (Loreign Office, Annual

THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE 


BRANCH OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics ; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Roon: at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the ‘Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The ‘‘ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 1d. All 
applications respecting subscription, or the purchase of single 
copies, should be addressed in London to.

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE.—In consequence of the transfer 
of the Imperial Institute to the Board of Trade from the beginning 
of 1903, the work formerly carried on by the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Office of the Imperial Institute is now conducted by the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

Among the branches of work now carried on by the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington are the scientific investigation of 
the economic products of the British Empire with a view to their 
commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of the arrangement 
and classification of the Collection of these products which is 
éxhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the 
sample room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Imperial Institute Bulletin,” issued quarterly, contains 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the 


Imperial Institute at South Kensington.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 





India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 


arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
‘T'rade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 


nection with Queensland. 
A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 


directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen.
